toon, retired to bed as usual. In the morning 
early Mr. Huntoon was alarmed by a great 
noise, as if a drunken man was tumbling 
about. Jumping np, he found the Judge in 
the hall, sadly convulsed, trying to corns too 
and struggling and tumbling about. The 
strong smell of street gas in the house di- 
vulged the secret of the condition of the old 
RentlenjSn, who had, on retiring to bed, left 
bisjfsCjet leaking, and when awakening in 
■^morning he had ju9Ureason and strength 
enough left to tumble out into the hall, where, 
when found by Mr. Huntoon, he was more 
than half dead.

Oats and W mi.— Tbe Commissioner of Ag-

By 
trade he is a ropemaker, and he occasionally 
exhibits some rare specimens of what he can 
do in that way, by twisting paper into rope 
with his fingers almost as Strang as if made 
of the usual materials. His hands are so 
*^rge that he can grasp within one of them 
Jiree ordinary- si zed hands, and is thus able 
to shake hands with three persons at the 
same time.

EabthqVakbi at Qcki.EC — The Canada Gt- 
zette of the MO inst. says there was an earth- 
quake shock in that city on the previous day. 
It lasted several secondB, and the houses were 
i violently sunken that all who were in them 
made their way to the street as quickly as pos- 
sible; the alarm in every part of the city was 
great. No damage was done, except the fall- 
ing of a few bricks from chimneys. The at- 
mosphere at the time was clear, with a strong 
breeze from the northwest. This shock ex- 
ceeded in power that of October, 18G0.

FACTS AND FANCIES FROM TUB SCNNT 
SOt'TU. 

Swkstwater, Tenn., April 25, 1864. 

At a period in Goldsmith's life, during a so- 
journ in London, be is said to have been so 
Bick and tired of the great city that he ac- 
tually prayed the gods to have pity on him, 
and by some superhuman exertion take him 
away (be being then a penniless author) from 
such a pandemoninm. Were he in Knox- 
ville during the late convention be would 
certainly have prayed more fervently to be 
separated from that plague and the city it 
infested, for such an abominable thing and 
place existed or exists nowhere else on the 
face ot God's green earth. The city itself is 
in ruins, and wears the aspect of total and 
absolute decay. During the seige it suffered 
greatly. Fences and house* were torn np for 
firewood, and that portion of it where the 
splendid round-house of the Tennessee and 
Northern Virginia railroad stood, is iu ashes. 
This was the attacking point where Long- 
street sought entrance. So terrible was the 
fight here that the rebels actually got into 
many of the i.rivn.19 dwellings, and there in 
ambuscade their sharpshooters did their dead- 
ly work. This was never a handsome town; 
as a business place, however, it was of some 
importance. It was the only large city b:- 
tween Nashville, Tenn., and Lynchburg, Va., 
along the great belt of railroad running 
through the Cumberland Mountains, and from 
the former place to the city of Richmond, ex- 
cept Petersburg. What the people live there 
for now-a-days is more than I can imagine, 
unless that poverty and despair have fascina- 
tions for their erratic temperaments. Next to 
Bridgeport, Alabama, and a place below — a 
long, long ways below Bridgeport (you know 
where I mean — a place especially designed for 
abolitionists and fire-eaters), I think Knox- 
ville as a place of residence is the least desira- 
ble and most abominable in this vale of tears. 
It ever I return to Knoxville, except on busi- 
ness, or to visit Messrs. Tunnel & Cone, the 
enterprising and gentlemanly stationers and 
booksellers, it will be when the pretty Btars 
and the sweet flowers, the murmuring streams 
end the sighing winds, are idolized by army 
sutlers and butcher boys, or when brigade 
Colonels cease to have longing aspirations for 
a Brigadier-General's boots. 

LOUDON. 

On my trip up to Knoxville I slopped off at 
Loudon, and Was lucky in making the ac- 
quaintance of my friend Captain Evans, of 
the 5th Tennessee, and at present Provost 
Marshal of this place. His obliging and effi- 
cient assistants, Messrs. Burnett and Baldwin, 
members of the same regiment, as well as the 
gay Captain himself, are warmly and grate- 
lully remembered for the many acts of kind- 
ness rendered during my pleasant stay. In 
company with Captain E. I bad a stroll about 
tho village and its suburbs, with which I am 
favorably impressed »s to the houses being 
placed far enough apart, probably tp prevent 
too great a supply of hard tack being stored 
at any one point. The magnificent bridge 
across the Tennessee, as has been telegraphed 
you, is so far completed that the cars can cross 
thereon. The completion of the work is fast 
progressing, and, when finished, will oa a 
monument of skill worthy of admiration. 
There is no other business than that connected 
with the army done here, if you except the 
trading done between the soldiers and the 
women folks. The former save their surplus 
coffee and trade it off to the latter for whit 
little butter and eggs and other serviceable 
commodities of life can be raised. 

SWKKTWATEB. 

This is rather a handsome little town, and 
is situated in one of the loveliest valleys in 
the State of Tennessee. Extending for over 
thirty miles, and from three to six miles in 
width, with a most fertile and productive soil, 
gently rolling and undulutiBg, without ever 
approximating anything liko a hill, it certain- 
ly wears an attractive and inviting face. Mad- 
ifoavillc.eight miles from here in the country, 
must not be overlooked. It is famous as be- 
ing the place where a distinguished General 
got married, and where the girl3 are so patri- 
otic that they cannot retire to their boHdouirs 
at night without having a good cry over the 
blighted prospects of the Southern Confedera- 
cy. 

Dry yonr tears, sweet damsels, lean and lank ; 

Now, pray, let not your folly fool vou ; 
Snre"you 'one" each must hare a Yank, 
Since lite reus dun'l come back to ru'e yon 

This county (Monroe) is said to have given 
1,500 men to the rebel caure, which, after all, 
will be as little avail toward establishing the 
C. S. A. as will the above burst of poetic pas- 
sion be toward making its antbor proud of it, 
at least in the eyes of the Madisonvillians. 
[The words, beautiful and touching, are by 
Brown, Editor and publisher of "The 
Pumkin Coucty Bludgeon of Liberty," 
and the music as yet Unwritten, was com- 
posed by one Mozart, a celebrated Sioux chief, 
of Italian descent, who originated and founded 
the famous Mozart and Tammany hall cliques 
of New York. The notorious Ben Wood, and 
Peter Cagger, of the Albany Argus, and of 
like notoriety, who went to school there, first 
sang the piece, since when there has been no 
peace in the Albany regoncy, and to use a 
Pareon Brownlowism, "there can be no peace 
until this hell- born and hell- bound — this 
de\ il inspired and God-forsaken rebellion shall 
bo utterly and eternally crushed.' ] This in- 
teresting biography of ths author of the

Time 
is revolving and so is the wheels ot the engine, 
and here 1 find my self once more in 

Chattanooga. 
After having made the grand-rounds of the 
Army of the Cumberland and of the Ohio, 
from their base of supplies at Nashville to their 
aivanced videttes(and fer the fun of the thiag 
and the perquisites far beyond), both at 
Roeky Face Ridge, Georgia, (advance of the 
Cumberland army), and Lick Creek, Tennes- 
see, (advance of the Army of the Ohio), I ar- 
rived in time, too, to learn that Brigadier- 
General Steedman, a brave officer, has receiv- 
ed biB commission as Major-General, and that 
Col. Buike, of the famous 10th Ohio, is to 
command the Post. I have also bad the pleas- 
ure of choking the hand of my estimable 
yourg friend and talented colaborer of the 
Jcurnal, Mr. Daugherty. He looks as fresh 
as a daity, and evid, ntly enjoys the good 
tbirgs of life. Wno would not? I 
learn also that my old acquaintance, 
Litut. Smith, 15th Indiana, late Provost 
Marshal, has been ordered to join his regiment 
at the front. Sorry tot you, Smith, but know- 
ing th9t good and brave men are waited when 
I he thot k of battle comes, we are glad you are 
there. Capt. Aiherton, 15th Kentucky, is 
precent Piovost Marehal, and we cm say, and 
glad to be able to, that he is in every way a 
fit successor to so faithful and efficient an offi- 
cer as was Lieut. Smith. And, before I forget 
it, let me eay that "the beautiful and accom- 
plished Dixie ladies capture i on mules," and 
r pekenof in a preceding passage, have arrived. 
They were "toted" up on the arms of a guard, 
or rather, to use a military phrase, underarms, 
immediately upon their arrival, to the proper 



destination. Who was that Federal officer of 
some distinction that rather toadied to the fair 
rebels while he was playing Rotaeo to their 
Juliet and they were playing Venus to his 
Adonis?

RETURNING THANKS. 

I have to return my sincere thanks to the 
officers and men cf the dtlfereut commands 
with whom I bad the honor of becoming ac- 
quainted during the trip. I was invariably 
received with courtesy and kindness, and with 
that freedom of hospitality which the soldier 
always shares with his guest. An army 
braver and more thoroughly imbued and con- 
trolled by the laws and usages of civilize! 
welfare never marshaled than thatof thoarmy 
in the Department of the Mississippi. Their 
record is unstained by a single act unworthy 
tho noblest Romans — the greatest Americans. 
Victory has crowned their arms; the foe has 
fallen, but he fell at the feet of a noblo adver- 
sary, and was lifted, if he would be, into the 
rights and prerogatives of the victors. Not 
even a three years' sectional war — the most 
bitter and relentless of all wars — has changed 
the generosity of spirit and magnanimity of 
purpose which has ever characterized this ar- 
my. And to-morrow, when the deadly con- 
flict comes, and victory, as of old, follows the 
soldiers of the Republic, the vanquished will 
be looked upon more as friends than as ene- 
mies, his wounded receive our charities, and 
bis dead lie buried and blessed by our own 
slain.

Interesting Deformity. — In the last St 
Louis Medical and Surgical Journal, in the 
report of the transactions of the St. Louis 
Medical Society we find the following: 

Dr. A. Hammer reported a case of "ectopia 
of the heart," where that organ was entirely 
outside of the thoracic cavity, protruding 
through a circular opening, produced by a de- 
ficiency of the sternum. The heart was un- 
covered, there being no pericardium; that 
membrane was apparently in continuity with 
the tiue skin at the border of the opening. 
Tho internal arrangement of the heart, the 
vessels leading to and from it, presented very 
many peculiarities a=d irregularities, boing 
almost entirely abnormal. 

Tte child, otherwise perfectly formed, lived 
six days, and died, most probably, from the 
expoeed heart .'becoming iurlamoa oa its "ex- 
terior surface, and suppuration eeerned" to 
have set in before death. There was also 
intense peritonitis, which o.lone would have 
killed the child. This very unique and most 
extraordinary case was first 6een by Dr. Geo. 
W. Bernays, and afterwards carefully observed 
every day by himself cud Dr. Hammer, 
until its death, with a vi«w of determining 
certain physiological facts ia regard to the 
action of the heart. A very careful and 
minute pott mcrtcm examination was made 
by Drs. Hammer, Hodden, and Bernays, and 
a full and detailed report of the case will b3 
published hereafter by Professors Bernays, 
Hamintrs, and Hodgen. The case wns seen 
by a large number of the profession during the 
life of the child and alter its death. 

Grant. — The latest historian of Gan. Grant 
gives the following incidents of the boyish life 
of the General, vix: 

Young Grant wej by no means "a fast boy" 
in any sense of the phrase. On the contrary, 
he was always slow in bis youthful dnys, but 
always truthful, reliable, brave, decided, and 
pi s-e sed of the indomitable resolution. It was 
bis embition to succeed in whatever it was his 
duty to achieve success, and he always did 
succeed. His biographer relates of him that, 
when at school, one of his classmates taunted 
him with his inability to master an unusually 
bard task. "You can't master tha*," said hi3 
comrade. "Can't?" said the embryo gen- 
eral, and he Straightway applied to the dic- 
tionary for the meaning cf the word, and 
then reporting to bis tenche" hia inability to 
find it, asked what it meant When told tho 
meaning, beset to work to mister the diffi- 
cult task, end never left it until hedemoas'ra- 
ted that he could. Other anecdotes illujtrato 
his youthful probity, trustiness, pluck, and 
patriotism. At West Poiat he proved his 
courage after a most extraordinary fashion. 
It ij, one of the customs of that renowned C3- 
tablisment for the older cade's to "poke fun" 
at the novices. Grant wps supposed to be a 
rich subject for their practical jokes. But 
having borne the torments of his persecutors 
until bis patience was exhausted, he suddenly 
turned upon the cadet captain of his company 
and gave Mm a sound thrashing. Having 
immediately after served the lieutenant in tbe 
eame way, he expressed his willingness to 
fight tbe whole company, one by one, until he 
"conquered a peace." But hi3 courage was 
put to no further tests. He wbb unanimously 
voted exempt from prac'ical j jkes, and was 
forever after known as "company" Grant. 

An Incident.— David Dod, writing from 
Eve.csville to the Missouri Democrat, s&ys: 

To-day I noticed a little occurrence, which, 
in itself, to be sure, d&ea not amount to much, 
tut I will put it in this letter any way. As 
we rolled out of Evansville I noticed a vete- 
ran standing on tho platform looking intently 
at a cluster of houses just at the edgeof town, 
and as we both gazed 1 saw what was the 
matter. His little wife was at the 'window 
bidding her soldier a last good-bye (perhaps 
forever) while she, worn «Hike, was kis:iag 
her band to him as fervently as she knew 
how, never taking her eyes off from him till 
we were quite out of sipht. Just then I saw 
him trying to geta rinrf-.-oatof his eye, appa- 
rently, and although be managed it pretty 
well he. could not deceive me, for I saw big 
menly tears go chasing each other down his 
bronzed cheek as ever fell from the eyes of a 
woman. 

Well, this "returnirg" bears with it, or 
seems to bear with it, more weight than mere- 
ly "going" at the first call. Poor heart, beat- 
ing there at the window alone, may your life 
be made happy by liit return once more to 
you, and when he comes back this time, God 
grant that it may be indeed with this cruel 
war all over 

Fearful Encounter with a Mad Bcll. —

row esctpe from being gored to death by a 
young bull, on the morning of the 19,h inst. 
Going into his cow-yard, the bull made a rush 
atbim, and threw him down with his horna 
two or thiee times, when Mr. W. managed to 
grasp him by one of the fore legs, and by a 
desperate exertion threw him down. He 
then caught him by the nose and by main 
strength held him Sat on the side. He then 
drew a jack-knife from his pocket, but iarcd 
not release bis hold npon tbe bull while he 
otened it.

THK BBITISH BUDGET. 

The annual Budget of the British Finances, 
presented by Mr. Gladstone to '.Oe House or 
Commons, deserves more than a passing no- 
tice, for it gives figures and facts that teach 
important truths, which this country may, 
with great profit apply to its own affairs iu 
the present emergency. In national as in in- 
dividual affairs, the effort should invariably 
be to profit by the dear-bought experience of 
others, rather than to purchase it at our own 
expense by repeating trials already mads. 

Great Britain is generally admitted to be 
the greatest producing nation in the world, 
and her immense foreign commerce, envied 
by all her rivals, is supposed to be the princi- 
pal source ot her great wealth. If this be true, 
th-n it is evident that the theory that a coun- 
try impoverishes itself when it imports more 
ttan it exports, i3 entirely erroneous, for Mr. 
Gladstone states the foreiga commerce of 
Great Britain to have been :

The truth is, that whatever a nation exports 
is so much wealth she parts with, whilst the 
imports are what she receives in exchange for 
li-r exports. Nations, precisely like individ- 
uals, must receive greater values than they 
p*rt with, if they are to add to their woslth 
oy exchangee. Tne opposite theory '.is based 
entirely cn the erroneous idea that money 
alone is true wealth, aud that if the exports 
exceed the imports, the balance will be 
liquidated in money, which enriches the 
country that receives it. Now, the fact is, 
that money is only the representative of 
true useful wealth. Money is sought not 
ter it3elf, but because it is universally ac< 
cepted in exchange for those things which 
contribute directly to our well being, 
which money never does. A very strange 
fact, which every one, nearly, seems to lose 
sight of, is that with exchanges of precisely 
similar values between two nations, the im- 
portBin both countries will exceed theexports. 
This arises from the fact that $1,000 of pro- 
ducts exported from any country, mu3t b.-ing 
more than $1,000 in the country to which ihey 
are sent or they will not be exported. This 
excess of mocceds in foreign countries enables 
each country to purchase abroad, without 
running into debt, a larger value than that of 
tho exports. It is on this excess of value, oz'.y 
obtainable by exchanges, that commerce is 
fonnded. Without it there would bo no for- 
eign commerce. 

In regard to taxation, Mr. Gladstone's fi r- 
utes prove conclusively that if the revenue of 
a nation is to be increased, it must be by re- 
ducing, rather than by enhancing the rates of 
duties and excises. Every reduction in the 
rate of duties and excises, and every diminu- 
tion in taxation, seems to be compensated by 
increased consumption, and by the increased 
wealth on which the remaining taxation 
benrs. For example: In 18G3, Great Britain 
remitted taxes which had produced £3,703,000, 
and the anticipated loss to the revenue was 
estimated at £3.343,000, but in reality the 
revenue cf the fiscal year was only dimin- 
ished to the extent of £077,000, and ere long 
the revenue Will be rreattr than before. 

In the years 1800-61 to 1863 04, taxes were 
diminished lo the extent of £6,063,000, but 
this only reduced the revenue £1,657.000, and 
this reduction will undoubtedly soon disap- 
rcer. The oniy recent exception to tha reduc- 
tion of the rates of taxation has been that on 
ardent spirits, from which nearly l-5th of the 
entire revenue of Great Britain is derived. 
The excise on spirits, formerly 83. per gallon, 
wes raised in 18G0to 10s. A considerable aug- 
mentation of the revenue was expected from 
this alteration, but Mr. Gladstone, at whose 
instance the change was made, admi's thtt 
the increase has not been as great as he an- 
ticipated.

An increase of 25 per cent in the tax only 
produced, after four years, an increase of s van 
and a half per cent in the revenue; and the 
effect of this increase in the rate of tho duly 
was stated by Mr. Whitemore, in the course 
of the debate that followed Mr. Gladstone's 
speech, to be, "that there never was a time 
when illicit distillation was more rife than at 
this moment At the last Lifford Assizes 
there were thirty-one persons under eontence 
for offences against the revenue lairs. Ttie 
judge, in bis charge at Ltiifaid, a/»id it wasim- 
poerible to repress crime while the high dutits 
were maintained." We thus see that exces- 
sive rates of duties do not increase the r3venue. 
although they increase the cost of tha taxed 
commodities to the consumer; and they tend 
to itcreBSe the offences against tbe revenuo 
law?, which demoralize the community. Ou 
the contrary, low rites of duties diminish the 
cost of tommcdities to the consumer, increase 
the reveL".e, and diminUh the inceulive to 
{race's on tbe revenue. 

Tbe tffects cn commerce of a reduction in 
rate of duties is strikingly illustrated by the 
commerce between Great Britain and France. 
In 1857, immediately beforo the late treaty 
which greatly reduced the rate of duties in 
both countries, tbe imports were 116,870,000: 
exports, £9,561,000. In 1863, after the treaty, 
the imports were £21 021,000, and theexports 
£22,963.000. The imports of French wines 
were, in 1868-59, 0,974 000 gallons, in 1863 4, 
10 729,000 gallons; increase, 54 per cont 

The benefit ot free trade are perceptible in 
every ibiDg. Tbe duty on paper has been re- 
cently abrogated. The imports of foreign 
paper in 1859, the lost year before the repeal 
of ihe tiu y was scrioii3ly agitated, amounted 
to 18,000 cwt. In 18d4 they were 197,000 
cwt. That this increased importation wis no" 
to tho detriment of British paper-makers is 
clearly shown by tbe fact that the imports of 
materials for paper-making were, ia 1859, 
178,000 cwt; whereas, in 1861 they had risen 
to 7.11,000 cwts ; and the exports of British 
paper ard paper goods, which amounted, in 
18b9, to 115,000 cwts., were, in 1861, 197,000 
cwu. The price of printing paper was, in 
1859, from 6 l-2d to 8 1-2 J, and in 1864 from 
4 1 4d to 6 3 41. A reduciion of duty of six 
farthings produced a reduciion ot price of 
nine fnrlhiuge. Tbe reduction in price be- 
yond that in the duty is mdoubtcdlv the cost 
to commerce of the interference of Govern- 
ment, and the interest and profits on the duty 
advanced to Government subsequently col- 
lected fiom the consumer in the ehape of en- 
hanced prices. 

Mr. Gladslone sajs of British manufac- 
turers: ' Ttey prew up under the influence of 
protection. Protection unnerved their ener- 
gies. They adopted or we:e contented with 
imperfect and wssteiul methods of manufac- 
ture. Their protection wa?, by act of Parlia- 
ment, withdrawn. Considerable suffering 
followed. Tn?ir suffering threw them bick 
uion their resources of invention and skill. 
The restorftivo proce-ss commenced, and 
after a short interval every branch ot trade — 
I be ieve ttere is bcarcely asin^le exception — 
found itself more healthy, moro vigorous, 
aud more profitable than it was be 'ore " FlT 
example: A manufacturer of paper infor.ned 
Mr. Gladstone that "lor the four months 
endirg 31st Octobtr, lejfc-'l, the manufacture of 
paj erccsthim £57 per ton, and did not pay. 
He and his partners, instead of joining in any 
agitation for tbe reimposition ot the duty, ret 
to work to see what could be dono by im- 
provement of their processes of manufaetu-e, 
and in the use ot the chemical agent3 which 
are f 0 essential to tbe manufacture cf paper. 
In December, 1863, he succeeded ia producing 
psper at £47 a ton, and at the present moment 
be is producing ■ papef at £39, which he de- 
clares to be superior to the article produced 
last summer at £57." 

The beseficial effects of free trade on the 
general well-being of the masses is very ap- 
parent. The number of paupsrs in 1818-49 
we.3 981.801; in 1863-64 (excluding Lanca- 
shire, wrrjre the distress is entirely due to the 
short supply of cotton, const qusnt oa th« 
civil war in the Uni'ed States) tney were re- 
duced to 828, 000. That is to say, in 1848 49, 
sixty- one in every thousand were paupers, 
while in 1863 64, only forty-six in every thous- 
and. The consumption of articles formerly 
considered luxurieB, but which, owing to the 
increased well-being of the mosses, are now 
considered necessaries of life, conclusively 
proves the great amelioration that has taken 
place in tbe condition of tbe laboring daises. 
Forexanple, the consumption of sugar was 
iji' 

In regard to the duties on eugar, on which 
a reduction is proposed by Mr. Gladstone, he 
lav? it clown to be tbe duty of Parliament to 
see that the form cf the du'y be that which 
W'U least interfere with the natural course of 
rade, or b' least open to the charge of offer- 
Dg to turchasers or manufacturers a premium 
for doicg something differenttrom that which 
il ey would do if there were no duty at all. 
This correct principle is undoubtedlj applica- 
ble to every rpecies of taxation, and Cougress 
netds to' keep it prominently before their 
nrnds in theii legislation on this important 
s .ljic', if they disire to lighten the heavy 
burdens to be borce by the people. 

There are other important truths to be de- 
duced from the British budget, which we will 
present in tnMter artifle.

Barbarous Affair at Nickajaok Trace, 
Georgia. 

Our Troop* Murdered while Prison- 
ers cf War. 



Full Particulars of the Affair. 



Chatta-»oooa, April 27, 1864. 

I have just been able to obtain positive and 
reliable information of a bloody and brutal 
affair that transpired eight miles from Ring- 
gold, at Nickajack Trace, on tbe 231 instant. 
A detail, consisting of sixty-four men of the 
92d Illinois mounted infantry (Lieutenant- 
Colonel B. F. Sheets), doing picket duty near 
what is known as Lyle Farm, wer3 attacked 
at dawn by a regimeut of rebel infantry tnit 
crested at Taylor's Ridge, about five miles 
frcm Ringgold, another regiment forming a 
junction with this to tbe west. Two com- 
panies of cavalry from the 30ath and one 
from ihe direction of Leet's farm also joined 
them. Tbe attack upon our pisk:cu3 was in- 
stant and simultaneous. 

After a desperate resisiauce against over- 
whelming numbers ourmen attempted to f ill 
back, but Ibund one of the regiments in line 
of tattle to the rear. Their retreat being 
tbns cut off, they had either to tight their way 
out individually or surrender. They chose 
the latter. They heroically dashed into the 
enemy's ranks, thirty-four escaping death or 
capture. The rebels then retreated, and our 
men merely fell back to watch the move- 
ments of the rebels, and iramedi&tsly rcocca- 
pied the ground from which they had be3Q 
driven, assuming a defensive nositiou, not a 
single man leaving his post nnless by orders. 
Lieut Hoiace B. poovitrj commanding the de- 
tai', is wounded and takvn prisoner. He and 
his cemmand fought Ilka brave men, and 
lrom a full official investigation of tbe facts, 
the sudden rebel onslaught is not attributable 
to any want of care and judiciousness on the 
part of the officer in command. The misfor- 
tune was in the position. The nature of the 
country is such, that cavalry pickets necessari- 
ly forming no connected line, across the s.»ep 
side of the ridge, are liable to be attacked by 
infantry creeping over the rocks and between 
the tiees. Cavalry are much exposed to such 
surprises, and required to exsreise unusual 
precaution.

From all evidence onr captured received 
barbarous treatment at the hands of the ene- 
my in the Ringgold, or rather Nickajack 
Trace affair. If brave men will fight rather 
than ignominiously surrender, and then be 
murdered for their resolve, the rules of Chris- 
tian warfare bad better ba instantaneously sus- 
pended, and all laws, hnmanend Divine, will 
sanction fighting the Devil with his own fire. 
A lady residing near where the body of pri- 
vate William Hill was discovered, states that 
she saw him surrender and deliver his gun to 
a rebel soldier. The rebel then pointed his 
gun at Hill's breast and shot, killing him in- 
stantly. Hill's coat beara the mark of boing 
burnt with the powder, so close was tha gun 
placed to bis breast 

Private James Rhoade?, fatally wounded, 
says, that, after being first wounded, and 
while in the act of trying to get a place to lis 
down, a rebel shot him through the thigh, 
fracturing the bone. Four of tbe wounded 
men, O'Connor, Chattauoucb, Springar, and 
Craddock, were in tbe bands af the enemy, 
ana with: tit attempting to escape were shot 
down. The lady at whese house O'Connor 
wes fennd asserts that she saw a rebel soldier 
shoot one of our men, end going to the place 
(band O'Connor. The reason assigned for the 
brutal act was that bt(0'Couiior)did not mar.h 
fast enough. He was shot by a Lieut. This 
is testified to by oath. A cif zen siw a rebel 
captain shoot Chattaunach. Ho w^s ordered 
by his cuptors to march faster, and while in 
the act cf obeying was shot in the right side, 
ii fiicting a terrible wound. Immediately af- 
terw8rd8 he was shot through til's left Inns;. 
Springer had been marching on the doubh- 
quiek, but net going fastsr, on being ordered, 
be received a ball through the lungs. Private 
George Msrl was Shot under simiUr circum- 
stances. James Reyro'da, company F, sHtes 
that afterhe wai talten, he was ordered to 
tak: his boots elf, and wh'le doiug so, a rebel 
lieutenant shot him through tha bowels. But 
enor.gh b^s been enumerated to show your 
readtrs the atrocious barbarities practised 
uron otir men. It is h.irJ'y needless to sty 
that ihe dead and dying were robbed of their 
monry, their doiting, and other valuables. 
The following is tho list of * - killed and 
wounded :

Out of the killed and wounderl two had not 
surrendered wbvu shot, and seven were killed 
or wounded while prisoners of war iu the 
bands of the enemy. There are a few others 
captuiedor missing, of whom it is untble to 
obtain any definite iaforn.a;:on at pressnf. 

ISTINSK KXC1TFMKXT AMOXO OCH TROOPS. 

Tbe atrocious butchery of our men after they 
had honorably surrendered, has created in- 
tense excitement among the soldiers of the 
Aimy of the CumbeiUad. A spirit of retal- 
iation and revenge is already deep seated. Tbe 
heroes of Stt ne River, Cbickamaiiga, and Mis- 
sion Ridge were so universally kind and 
Cbiistian to the dead, wounded, aud prisoners 
falling into our bands — not a single act of 
btu'ality beirg placed on record by rebols 
against tbe honor and glory achieved by this 
aimv — that this nncalledfor and demon spirit 
which exhibited itself at Nijksjick Trace is 
doubly iuhumun, and th2 perpetrators stand 
before tbe world as blood-thirsty and atro- 
cious murderers.

Cairo, April 20. 

The Mississippi and Continental arrived 
at noon to-day from New Orleans on the.23i 
bnd Memphis on the 2Stb. 

Squads of guerillas and rebel cavalry bad 
appeared between Grand Ecore and Alexan- 
dria and fired on eeveial boats, doing no dam- 

A battle was imminent above Orand Ecore. 
Our picketB bad come upon the rebel out- 
potts, and brisk shirmishing ensued. Sharp- 
shooting wes going on constantly. 

A tumor was in circulation that General 
Steele bad Uken possession of Shreveport, 
and was fortifying. The passengers say tbe 
impreesion now prevails that tbe rebels will 
do all in their power to avoid a general en- 
gagement as their losses at Sabine Cross- 
roads nr.d Pleasant fliil cannot fall btlow 
7,000, and will probably reach 10,000, killed, 
wounded, and prisoners. 

Our forces are uot prepared for an advance. 
It is said that tbe rebels havo made a cinal 
above Grand Ecore to empty Red River into 
Grand Lake. Tho worst it can do will be to 
dry tbe bed of the river between tbe canal and 
Grand Bayou, closing communication by 
water with Shreveport. 

Brig. Gen. Wctzeland EtafTleftNew Orleans 
on the 23d on the sieamcbip Columbia to re- 
port to Gen. Butler. 

Intelligence from Helena to the 21th is as 
follows: Three days ago lour hundred men, 
under Michael McConu aud Capt. Maynard, 
crcssed into ML-eiosippi to break up tbe forces 
under Capt Landers. After accomplishing 
this they recroESed into Aikansas and captured 
six of Forrest's gueriilas, who were in the 
Slate. 

'j'he gi-erillas in Arkansas are without offi- 
cers. Gen. Buford hag captured and sent 
North 450 piisoners within tbs lost few 
memh9, by way of Memphis. 

The particulars of the capture of Camden, 
Ark., by Gen. Steele, are received. Crossing 
the Little .V. «ur: at a point menacing 
Sbrcvetort, Washington, and Camden, Gen. 
Ste«)e concealed hid real destination and de- 
luded Price into the belief that be intended 
to attack Shreveport. 

P;ice dug rifle-pits and threw up earth- 
woiks, when Gen. Slecle executed a sndden 
flank movement which Price discovered just 
in time to savebim3ell from an enfilading tire, 
nnd, hastily reneatiiiif toward Washington, 
Steele proceeded with vigor, capturing some 
prisoners. 

Gen. Steele moved toward Comdon, and, 
discovering his mistake, Price concentrated 
his cavalry, and, with Marmaduke aud Dorsey 
on one II. nk and in the rear, tried to embar- 
rass Steele so that bis own in'uutrv might 
huve time to gain the fortifications of Camden. 

Alter fic.hnrgfor21 miles, Steele pressed oa 
end took possession of Camden on tho 1Mb. 
The fortifications are of great strength. Four- 
teen hogsheads of sugar, 100 barrels molasses, 
6everal tons of reck salt, and th:eo men were 
captured. The cotton for ten miles around 
had been burned by Piice, numbering 2,500 
bales. 

During tbe expedition of Grierson's cavalry, 
a few oeys opo, a man named Hart was 
capturtd near Hernando, Mi3s., having 50,000 
percussion cups which he WuS taking to the 
enemy.

York World and the Constitutional Union, 
which pnpers have contained articles charg- 
ing frauds in the fractiorml currency, Sec. aud 
sa} B, as Hen.

Risolvcd, That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of tbe House to inves- 
tigate tbe truth of tho allegations above quot- 
ed, and o! any other allegations effecting the 
integrity of the Treasury Department, and 
that they have power to send for persons and 
papers.

Tbe consolidation of the Dsparlments of 
Virginiaand North Carolina, wi'h headquar- 
ters at Fortress Monroe, some 600 miles from 
the point now threatened in North Carolina, 
is not only creating great apprehension in 
regard to the safety of that -State, but' it is 
openlv asserted that we shall lose our posses- 
sions in North Carolina. 

The writer of the letter from which this in- 
formation is obtained speaks strongly against 
putting North Carolina under North Carolina's 
management, and states, as an example of 
Gen. Butler's strategy, a9 well as tbe quality 
of intorma'ion which reaches Waibiugton 
from his district, the following case: It should 
be known that he recently employed a spy to 
ascend the Roanoke to see if there was & rebel 
mm to be fonnd. This spy, as the Provost 
Marshal at Newbern bas since ascertained, on- 
ly went four mile3 above Plymouth, reported 
to Gen. Butler that he had been np the Roan- 
oke seventy miles, and that there was no rebel 
ram on that river. 

General Butler paid the spy $600 tor the in- 
formation, after which he relieved Gen. Peck 
and sent him a reprimand for reporting the 
existence of this ram, which it appears 
had captured Plymouth and destroyed our 
gunboats befcre the reprimand and order of 
relief fairly reached Gen. Peck. 

Hahbisbcro, April 29. 
In the House of Representatives this even- 
ing, Mr. Barger made an important statement 
relative to the 15th Pennsylvania Reserves. 
He stated that they entered the service in 
Pennsylvania three years ago, but were not 
mnsteicd into the National service until two 
months afterwards. They are now greatly 
dissatisfied, so much so that many of them 
are under arrest, the men claiming that their 
time of service expired in May, and the Na- 
tional Government contending it extended 
nntil July.

'The Union Democracy of Kentacky 
ill meet in State Convention a little upwards 
f three weeks from to-day. The counties 
at have not yet taken steps for the appoint- 
ent of delegates to the convention should 
y all means take such steps without further 
elay. No time ought to be lost. A large 
umber of the counties have already appointed 
elegates, and the greater number of the rest 
ill certainly make the appointment indue 
eason, but we would fain have every solitary 
'virity represented in the convention, so that 
he body when it disperses may carry new 
ope and heart into the remotest nooks and 
orners of the Commonwealth. Nothing else 
n the ordinary course of political action 
rouses and quickens a people with equal 
ower. "Let the Union men in the counties 
bat have not yet acted in this matter see to 
t that seasonable action is taken. A large 
nvention of the first and truest patriots o 
entucky is demanded by the highest interests 
like of the Commonwealth and of the Union, 
nd we rej she to say that the convention 
ids fair to be one of the very largest and 
most distinguished ever held in the State. 
.■We hope that .at the close of the present 
Week there will be few counties which 
have not either appointed delegate! or taken 
the steps preliminary to the appointment. 
The issue in Kentucky is now very distinctly 
made up between the two parties, the aboli- 
tion executive committee having formally 
postponed the abolition convention from the 
ninth of May to the twenty-fifth, in deference 
to the opinions of various abolitionists as ex- 
pressed in the columns of the Frankfort Com- 
monwealth and other organs of the party. 
There will be accordingly but a single aboli- 
tion convention, which will be held at the 
same time and place with the Union Conven- 
tion. This should be as it must prove an ad- 
ditional incentive to the Union men of Ken- 
tucky to come no in lull force and from all 
quarters in order to assert the principles and 
to vindicate the honor of the Commonwealth. 
We know this incentive cannot be powerless. 
It mu3t kindle fresh determination in the 
breast of every true Kentuckian. To your 
work, then, true Kentuckians, until it is com- 
plett d. Until then, do not hesitate or filter. 
Let;the Union Convention on the twenty-fifth 
be worthy of you and of the iocca3ion. Let 
it exceed the abolition concern in size and in 
character as far as the Union party of the 
State exceeds in these particulars the agglom- 
eration of original abolitionists and renegade 
Unionists and impenitent secessionists that 
constitutes the abolition party here. And it 
will, if you but do your duty as becomes true 
KentuckiuDs. 

Wnicn is it? — It is sometimes a little hard 
to tell whether a disputant who runs off from 
the question in dispute, and who takes to 
bluster instead of argument, does so on ac- 
count of a real inability to comprehend the 
question or on account of a desire to hide 
himself in his own ink; — whether, in other 
words, he is playing the fool or the cuttle- 
fish. 

For example, Mr. Lincoln's new organ in 
this city, in a very coarse and discourteous 
article in the number of Saturday, under- 
takes to address to the Louisville Journal an 
argumcntun ad hominem in defence or pallia- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln's doctrine that his will 
and not the constitution is the supreme law 
of the land, setting forth, with imposing par- 
ticularity and a vast deal of froth and fury, 
that we have advocated measures which some 
people who do not think in all respects as we 
do have thought unconstitutional, that we 
have not denounced as unconstitutional every 
act which some other people have so de- 
nounced, that we were opposed to the policy 
of coercion at the outbreak of the rebellion, 
that we favored the Crittenden Compromise, 
and, finally, that we united in recommonding 
the formation of anew confederacy in the event 
of a dissolution of the Union! as if any one 
of these positions or all of them together a£ 
forded the slightest countenance to the doc- 
trine in dispute. Mr. Lincoln's doctrine is 
that whatever he deems indispensable becomes 
thereby lawful, though expressly forbidden by 
the constitution ;— that, in short, his discretion 
overrules the constitution, and is the supreme 
law of the land. The question is not as to 
whether this or that measure is constitutional 
or not but as to whether obedience to the con- 
stitution is obligatory on the President or not. 
Mr. Lincoln says it is not. He avows that tho 
President's discretion is above the constitution. 
In equivalent terms, he avows that he is law- 
fully the dictator of the American people. 
This is the doctrine; and, whenever Mr. Lin- 
coln's organ can bring forward anything in 
the principles or practice of the Louisville 
Jourra' to sanction this doctrine, the organ 
may claim to have constructed a successful 
argumcntum ad hominem as respects the Jour- 
nal; but not before. What it brings forward 
in the rude aud blustering article of Satur- 
day is so conspicuously irrelevant as to be lu- 
dicrous. The new organ is playing either the 
fool or the cuttle-fisb. Which is it? 

Tho same number of the same paper furnish- 
es another example of the same practice. A 
few dajsaco the new organ struck out fierce- 
ly but wildly at the conservative members 
Of the Kentucky delegation in Congress, ac- 
cusing them in very extravagant terms of ne- 
glecting the interests of their constituents 
in not endeavoring to procure an amendment 
to the conscription bill whereby the negroes 
of Kentucky enlisted in other States might 
be credited to the State. The alleged dam- 
age accruing from this alleged neglect was 
thus Btated by the highly excited assailant, 
the italics being the assailant's own: "But for 
the conduct of the Kentucky 'contervativet' in 
Congress, thousands of citisens would have 
cn compensated for their negroes, and the 
JSlate could have filled her quota with the num- 
ber off negroes who have run off and filled the 
quotas of other Stales and not a while man 
would have been drafted in the State." It wil 1 
be observed that the damage as thus Btated 
appertains to the people of the State at large. 
In pleasantly noticing this headlong assault 
upon the conservative members of our delega- 
tion, we replied, first, that in point of fact the 
conservatives of the House had endeavored to 
procure an amendment covering the point in 
question and that the radicals had de- 
feated the endeavor, and, secondly, that 
the procuring of the amendment was at 
any rate as much the duty of the radical 
members of the delegation as of their con- 
servative colleagues, to which we might have 
added indeed, as we would have done if we 
had considered the accusation worthy of a 
serious notice, that the duty belonged pecu- 
liarly to the radical members of the delega- 
tion, who had sold their political faitb for the 
favors of the majority in Congress, and, hav- 
ing delivered the article, should have insisted 
uptn the payment of the consideration. The 
conservative members, it is unnecessary to 
Bay, had no Eich claim on the majority; yet 
they did what they could to procure the 
amendment, while their radical colleague, 



Instead of co-operating with the conserva- 
tives in favor of the amendment, co-operated 
with their brother radicals against it. To 
sum up, the radical members of our delegation, 
with more power and consequently with more 
responsibility in the case than their conserva- 
tive colleagues, not only did nothing for the 
amendment or for any like amendment, bat 
nnited in defeating the amendment against 
the efforts of the conservatives to procure it. 
The spiteful expectoration of the organ, as if 
discharged against the wind, flew back into 
the face of the discharger. And we good- 
hnmoredly pointed out the result to the pub- 
lic. Whereupon the organ comes back in a 
tempest of vehemence, and, after blustering 
up and down and across its columns, goes out 
at a key-bole with the simple rejoinder that 
the amendment in question wi3 introduced 
by a conservative from Pennsylvania instead 
of Kentucky ! and that because the amend- 
ment provided for the crediting of white men 
as well as of negroes, Kentucky, while 
getting credit for seven or eight thou- 
sand negroes enlisted in other States, 
would have had to account in turn to 
other States for a few hundred white men, 
which weuld have rendered the amendment 
not only of no "material value" to her bnt 
"a serious evil'' ! ! closing this doleful squeak 
in answer to the first part of our reply, hiv- 
ing paid no regard whatever to the second 
part, with a big flourish, importing a sense of 
present triumph, and of exhaustless capacity 
to achieve future triumphs of tho same sort. 
To apply the striking figure of Solomon, we 
see clouds and hear wind but feel no rain. 
The voice, to change the figure, is the voice 
of exultation, but the hands are the hands of 
discomfiture. The new organ, we repeat, is 
playing either the fool or the cuttle-fish. 
Which is it? 

If the former, the organ manifests an iden- 
tification with the part not unworthy of the 
Elder Booth in the highest Sights of his dra- 
matic frenzy, as when, for instance, filled with 
the invincible spirit of Richard, he refused to 
die on the stage, and drove Richmond over 
the foot-lights. If the new organ is playing 
the fool, it certainly acts with a naturalness 
perfectly crazy. 

t&~ Governor Seymour has for year3 been 
considered and denounced by the abolition, 
Republican, radical party, as the leader and 
chief of the anti- war party. The denuncia- 
tion has been utterly groundless, bnt it has 
been persisted in. It has, because ground- 
lesp, been put forth all the more violently, and 
repeated all the oftener. Governor S. was 
abused as a traitor for the reason, that, when 
the Federal Government, in October and Feb- 
ruary, called upon the State of New York to 
furniBh a certain number of troop3 as her 
quota, he claimed that she was entitled to a 
reduction. But what he claimed was made to 
tippear; bis claim was made good; and now 
the New York Legislature, a Republican 
body, has unanimously voted thanks to him 
for bis agency in obtaining justice for the 
State. 'Tis a noble triumph of truth and jus- 
tice over blind partisan rage. 

Only a few days ago, Gov. Seymour, so 
often and so bitterly charged with a determi- 
nation to obstruct the war in every practica- 
ble way, informed the President of the United 
S atts that a large number of the militia of 
New York were at the service of the Federal 
Government for defending Washington and 
other important points so as to enable all the 
e rlective regular troops to join the greatarmies 
of the Union for the spiing campaign.

Sword Presiktation.— The Union citizens 
of Madison county recently presented to Col. 
George T. Shackleford, of the 6th Kentucky 
infantry, a magnificent sword a3 a token of 
their appreciation ef his services. Col. S. en- 
tered his regiment when it was under com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. Wbitaker, as Adjutant, 
on December 10, 1861, was promoted Major 
May 18, 1862, Lient. Col. on January 1, 18C3, 
in place of George T. Cotton, killed at Stone 
River, and when Gen. Whitaker was made a 
Brigadier he was, in July last, appointed to 
the Colonelcy of the 6th, and during his en- 
tire service he has been in active employment. 
A citizen of Richmond, this present from his 
immediate neighbors must have been pecu- 
liarly acceptable. On behalf of the donors, 
Willard Davis, Esq., delivered the sword, 
with the following remarks: 
Geo. T. Shackleford, Col. 6th Ky. Infantry: 

Sib: I address yon in behalf of ■ number 
of your friends in and about Richmond, Ky., 
who have watched your conduct as an Ameri- 
can 60ldier dViring the past three years ot civil 
war, and have beheld with pride those gallant 
deeds which have carritd yon, from private 
citizenship, through the various grades of 
military promotion to your present high and 
enviable position, and crowned you with the 
proudest title our country can bestow, brave 
American Union soldier. 

In testimony of our appreciation of yonr 
services so well rendered your country's 
cause, I, and those for whom I speak, present 
you this sword marked, "Shiloh 'and "Chick- 
amaoga." 

This is bnt a slight expression of the grat- 
itude of us, who were enjoying the blessings 
of peaceful homes, when you and your noble 
regiment, with other heroes of the grand Un- 
ion army, stood like a "pillar of fire'' be- 
tween our homes and the infurateJ hosts of 
Tebeldom, who with demoniac hate were beat- 
ing with barbaric fierceness against lot very 
gates of this Niobe of Nations. 

In our memories of you, we wiil a'w^vs 
link with your name those memorable word) 
"Shiloh" and "Chickamanga." Should you 
do no greater deeds, those words will be suf- 
ficient for an honorablo history. Tuey are 
enough, without reference to the miny hotly 
contested skirmishes in which you have per- 
iled your life with an unrelenting foe. As 
you now resume command of your heroic 
regiment, with an arm badly injured on the 
plains of Chickamanga, you will carry with 
you our hopes that your wound will yet be 
healed, and your arm become strong, and 
that, ere long, in the lightnings that fl ish 
from the field of battle, we will read the 
news of Btill more gallant deeds for oar 
country and cause. 

And may the God of battles spire your 
life in the dreadful conflict yet to cose in the 
death strnggle of this rebellion ; and when you 
unsheathe this sword to strike the enemy in 
front, remember that we will take care ot the 
9ame enemy in your r^ar. When the roir of 
the cannon and the groans of the wounded 
and dying have ceaccd, we hope to see you 
return with the glad news that our flig wave3 
in triumph over land and sea, and that our 
nation i3 again united, happy and free. 

In response Colonel Shackleford said: 

Willard Davis, Esq. : I accept with grat- 
itude and ploasure tho sword — beautiful offer- 
ing and testimonial of the esteem of my 
friends of the county of Madi9on — aliko for 
the beauty of the gift, the eloquent in inner in 
which you have presented it, and for the sa'io 
of the donors, I receive it with thankt'ulueis 
and pride. 

At the very commencement of our unfortu- 
nate difficulties I enlisted as an "American 
soldier," and resolved to stand by anl defend 
the Star Spangled Banner — the prouieuibleni 
ot our country's independence, and token of 
liberty wherever those who love it have pen- 
etrated by land or sea. I have cn l :*vored 
tobe faithful to every trust couGJed to 
me. Upon the bloody fields of Sa'loh 
and Ohickamauga, to which you hive 
alluded, I tried to discbarge faithiully all 
tho duties resting upon me. It is true, I 
was severtly wounded; but rest assured, sir, 
amid all my sufferings, my ardor for th ; pres- 
ervation of this good country of ours has 
never abated, and I now go forth to the tented 
field, with a firm and fixed determination to 
fight "unto the deat'o," any and all powers 
who are now, or shall hereafter, conspire to 
blot from the roll of nations tho brightest star 
in the galaxy — to dig down the altar oa which 
our fathers pledged their lives, their fortunes, 
and their sacred honors — to stay our triumph il 
eagle in her onward and upward flight to 
greater glory and renown, — aye, I am will- 
ing to lay down my life for our homers, 
our firesides, and tbe'onesl love. 

It is unnecessary for me, even to allude to 
the lessons, the wbys and wherefores, wh'ch 
produced this wicked rebellion. We kaow 
that the thing is upon us; and we know that 
it must be put down, at whatever cost, and 
that our Government mu<t be maintained. I 
would say to those who have flattered me 
with this present, never forsake this mighty, 
tbis noble structure — renowned in arts una 
arms — blessed with an enterprise that heeds 
no opposition, counts no costs, fears no dan- 
gers — triumphs over all obstacles. And if 
my life is spared tbis sword shall never be dis- 
honored; it shall be returned to you unscath- 
ed by defeat; it shall never be sheathed until 
the last rebel shall lay down his arms. Let 
us unite in crushing the monster, and then we 
can meet as patriots and kneel at Freedom' J 
shrine, and lisp Columbia's hallowed name. 
This is our common country — aye, our native 
laud.

enicktte's Gano.— Capt. Hackett, of the 
h Kentucky, who was seat with his com- 
ny in pursuit of Bennette on the lower Green 
?er, returned to Bowling Green yea- 
'iy morning. The Captain and hia 
mand camo in sight of Bennette and four 
ite men and two negroes on Tuesday last, 
ween Pond river and Slaughterville in 
kins county, and fired on them, but the 
Bbere, being well mounted, fled precipitately, 
11 escaped except a negro who figured 
M time ago in the robbery at Hartford, 
was captured. Capt Hackett pursued 
ennette and the others nearly to the Cum- 
erland river, and until he learned that they 
ad crossed and gone out of the State. The 
est of Bennette' s gang, fifteen or twenty in 
umber, are scattered through the country 
the garb of citizens, and protected doubt- 
68 by their sympathizers and friends. It is 
nderstocd that Bennette expects to return to 
he State in a short time. While it is to be 
egretted that Capt Hatckett did not succeed 
n catching the scoundrel, he and his men de- 
erve great credit for their vigorous pursuit 
nd promptness in driving him from the State, 
hey were absent on the scout an entire week. 

Tbiives at Pmbboks, Kv.— On Thursday 
ight last, a squad of fifteen horse-thieves paid 
visit to the little village of Pembroke, in 
hristian county, Kentucky. They entered 
he town about 5 o'clock, and remained sever- 
hours. Two of the party were dressed in 
ederal uniform, the others were clad in 
omespan jeans. They were armed with 
ouble-barrelled shot-guns and pistols. They 
ade quite merry while in the town, visiting 
grocery store and feasting on cove oysters 
nd sardines at the expense of the proprietor, 
hey robbed the dry goods store of Bronaugh 
Co. of about $500 worth of goods. They 
eft in the direction of Hopkinsville, travelling 
he main road. About an hour after their 
eparture, a squad of fifteen Federal soldiers 
ashed intfl the town, and stated that they 
ere b&Jc out from Hopkinsviile to scour the 
onaJfy in search of guerilla bands. How the 
ic -thieving squad come to evade the Union 
Soldiers, when both were travelling the.^ame 
road, and so near the same hour, remains a 
mystery. The thieving band is presumed to 
be the same one that plundered Keysburg a 
few days before. After leaving Pembroke, all 
trace was lost of their movements. 

An Assessor as a Collector Robbid. — 
few days ago, Isaac Radley, a Collector of 
^.rnal Revenue, and John Stewart, Assess- 
or, were made prisoners about twelve miles 
from New Haven, between Morrow and La- 
Rue, by a party of four horse-thieves. Their 
horses were taken from them, and their papers 
destroyed. Fortunately, before leaving New 
Haven, Mr. Radley had taken the precaution 
to remit what money he had in his possession. 
It seems that the scoundrels were well advised 
of the amount collected by Mr. R., as, when they 
demanded his money, they called for nearly 
the exact sum which had been remitted. The 
collector seems to be unfortunate, as he was 
robbed by a party of villains some four weeks 
ago. Our informant, writing from Elizabeth- 
town, dating his letter May 1st, says the gue- 
rillas were in the vicinity of Hodgeasrille on 
Saturday, and adds: "A company of cavalry 
stationed here and operating through the 
counties would provo of great service."

in whose name is entered the best hogshead. 



gfiTThe down passenger train on the Nash- 
Tiile Railroad discovered the mangled body of 
a man lying on the track, between Bardstown 
Junction and Belmont, on Friday morning 
last An examination of the body elicited 
the fact that the man was a German named 
Michael Bruck. He is supposed to have fall- 
en from the Thursday night train, and was 
ciushed to death by the car3. He was about 
thirty years of age, and, at the time of his 
death, in Government employ. A letter was 
found in one of his pockets written by Mrs. 
Gertrude Enghaus, of Louisville, to her hus- 
band in Nashville. A small Masonic pin was 
in his bosom, and his pocket-book contained 
S2 50 in silver coin, and a small amount of 
postal currency. An inquest was held over 
bis body, and a decision rendered in accord- 
ance with the above facta. He was buried at 
Shepherds ville. 

Accident. — Last evening, two boys were 
returning on horseback from the Oakland 
race-course. On the road, free rain was given 
to the steeds, and the youths indulged in a 
erry race. Onnearing the corner ofSev- 
eVMt^nd Kentucky streets, both horses run- 
ning alrull speed, the one rode by Benjamin 
Wilson, a boy fifteen jear3 old, tripped and 
fell. The rider was thrown violently to the 
ground, and falling underneath his horse, he 
waa iDjured so badly that he died in a few 

momenta. 

Andrew Zorn, who was brutally as- 
saulted on last Tuesday, by John Snyder, died 
from tho effects of his injuries on Saturday 
afternoon. He was buried yesterday. An in- 
quest was held over the body of Zorn, and '.he 
decision was, that the deceased had come to 
his death through injuries received at the 
hands of ^nyder. The murderer is still at 

large.

Jacob 
Greason, company L, 2d Ohio heavy artillery, 
is sentenced to be sent to Dry Tortugas, and 
confined at hard labor for the balance of the 
term of his enlistment. He was sent forward 
yesterday morning. 

As nsual on Sundays, a light business 
was transacted at the barracks yesterday. 
Fifty stragglers from the 16th U. S. Infan- 
try reported as en route to their regiment 
at the front. One hundred convalescents were 
received from various points. Pale-faced men, 
with feeble strength, it will require reat and 
light duty to recruit them for the hardships of 
the field. The whole number of deserters re- 
ceived during the day was ninety-three, fifty 
of whom were sent from Cincinnati. Two 
hundred and thirty- five recruits and stragglers 
and six deserters were forwarded to Nash- 
ville. No arrests were made on the street.

British Blockade-Runninh. — A very im- 
portant announcement, though occupying but 
little space, is contained in the latest foreign 
news. The British Attorney General has 
rendered an opinion which will do very much 
toward lessening the amount of blockade run* 
ning along our coast, and which winds up the 
public character of the great- proj ected-grand- 
Atlan tic-consolidated-southern- British-block- 
ade running-association. The Attorney Gen- 
eral not only states that this corporation is not 
legal, but adds that every share-holder will be 
guilty of a misdemeanor under the Foreign 
Enlistment act. This decision may not, per- 
haps, immediately influence blockade run- 
ning by individuals. It does prevent an or- 
ganization, and ia a tacit, legal acknowledg- 
ment of the wrong, and is, so far, important 
and valuable to us. 



The "Tax Book" of the city of Bos- 
ton is just out. There were 3."> peraona who 
raid a tax of over $5,000 last year; 519 who 
paid $1,000, and 1,282 who paid $500. Mr. 
Augustus Hemmenway ia the richest man in 
Boston. He is taxed on $275,000 of real es ate 
and $2,000,000 of personal, or a total of $2,- 
275,000. The next largest taxpayers are Al- 
pheua Hardy and others as trustees of the 
Sears estate; James M. Beebe k Company; 
Boston Gas Light Company; Fifty Associates; 
and David Sears I who is taxed upon $891,000 
real estate and 1300,000 personal, or a total 
of $1,191,000).

Washingtoh, April 30. 

SENATE. 

The House bill for tbe relief of settlers on 
land claims in California was, on motion of 
Mr. Harlan, taken up and passed. 

The Senale bill jjranting lands for railroad 
purposes in Minnesota, as amended by the 
House, was passed. 

The Senate then resumed the national bank 
bill, and the amendment of the finance com- 
mittee taxing banks was adopted. 

The currency bill was reported to the Sen- 
ate, and its farther consideration was deferred 
until Monday. The Senate then adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Garfield, of Ohio, introduced the reso- 
lution to which Mr. Ancona, of Pennsylva- 
nia, objected yesterday. Mr. Garfield quoted 
in tho preamble a remark heretofore made by 
Blair, to the effect that Secretary Chase is 
making use of the income from abandoned 
plantations to carry on the programme of the 
circular, &c. The resolution was for a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry into the charges made 
against the Treasury Department. 

Tbe resolntion was adopted. 

Tbe Speaker announced the following as a 
committee: Messrs. Garfield, Wilson, Brooks, 
DavTs, Stuait, Fenton, Dawes, Jenks'ana 
Steele. 

Mr. Stevens reported from the Committee 
of Ways and Mean; tbe Senate amendments 
to the Army Appropriation bill. Among 
tbe amendments was one which was adopt- 
ed, appropriating $45,000 for the purchase 
of artificial limbs for soldiers and sailors. 

The Senate amendment was read, in which 
the Committee of Ways and Means recom- 
mends a eoncurrence, as follows: 

That colored persens mustered into the 
military service shall receive the same uni- 
form, clothing, rations, hospital attend- 
ance, and emoluments as white soldiers, 
from and after June 1, 1864, and any person 
of color hereafter mustered into the service 
hall receivl a bounty not exceeding one 
hundred dollats. 

Considerable debate ensued. 

Mr. Clay, of Kentucky, said the proparty 
of bis constituents had been stolen from the 
plantations — not only negroes, but stock, and 
everything else. Negroe3 who were valuable 
were tsken into the military service, while 
useless slaves and women and children are 
supported at the expence of the Governmeat, 
without a iiarticlt of law. The Government 
protected ita officers in stealing negroes. He 
knew it to be true. He had suffered himself, 
and to tbe truth of this be would swear in a 
Couit. He asked for nothing but what the 
law aud the constitution gave him; when 
these rights were trampled on he would raise 
bis voice against it. 

Mr. Kilott faid be understood the gentle- 
man fronrfentucky to charge that the Gav- 
eremtnt officers had stolen negroes. Did the 
gtntleman say that they had yet to learn that 
any such statements noted on the truth? 

Mr. Clay answered, I do v 

Mr. El:ott denied tbe statement that ne- 
groes had been stolen by any officers. 

Mr. Clay paid thousands of contrabands 
were dying in camp of. all diseases, and im- 
agined they weie rotting in filth.' 

Mr. Kliott said that it had been his warm- 
est wish that a freedmen's bureau should be 
orgonizad to avoid any difficulty. • 

Mr. Clay, resuming, said such mortality 
was in tte want of jour sys'em. You care 
no more lor a negro than you do for a horse. 
Ycu are purchasing these negroes with boun- 
ties to sivu white men. My pationce is worn 
cut. I would iather be a slaveholder than a 
robber, ete aling all pver the country. 

Mr. Dolman asked: Are we prepared to 
place by solemn legislation the black upon the 
same footing with the white soldier? Gentle- 
KiD, yen bavc got this question to meet. 

Mr. Ste«eiia faid. that the question waa 
whefher all the soldiers who wear the livery 
of the United Siates and marched under ite 
lianntrs are common with the armv of the 
Ucior, and who exposed then>o?'' r « « battle 
and deatb, should be placed on an ^nality, 
or whether we were to keep u^ an unjust dis- 
tinction. He despised sach distinction between 
troops in the day of death and battle. Why 
sheuld they not be paid and clothed alike? 
History showed that they bed fought as gal- 
lantly and bravely a9 the white men at their 
side, end yet this infamous distinction was 
to be kept np. Let not ths nation for a mo- 
tner.t sanction it; let it not go forth as the 
opinion of this body that the black and red 
men are cot to be treated like other men who 
periled their lives in their country's defence. 
He admired the condnct ot the Ml h Massa- 
chusetts, who refused to take the ten dolla-s 
perrncntb, and who marched from their own 
soil with a magnanimity which would do 
credit to tbe best man in Indiana. 

Mr. Holman offered an amendment t > In- 
crease the jay of soldiers to twenty ^dollars 
per month, after January 1, 1864, with a cor- 
responding increase ot pay to non-commis- 
sioned officers. Mr. Stevens said that the 
amendment wee not pertaining to the pay of 
regular army. The Speaker sustained the ob- 
jection. Holmnn took an appeal from the de- 
cision; when the Speaker was sustained by 
laving the appeal upon the Uble. Yeas, 96. 
Nays, 25. Mr. S~henck offered an amend- 
ment to the pending Senate amendment m ik- 
ing the equalization of pay commenting 1st 
of May instead of January. This was disa- 
greed to. 

The House then agreed to the Ssaata 
amendmeat about the equalizitibnof piv, .tc. 

The Senate amendments to the Army Ap- 
propriation bill were al! passed. 

St. Locis, April 30. 

Congressman Hall writes from Washington 
that credits ot enrolled militia, enlisted vet- 
en:?, and colored troops reduce the quota in 
Missouri to 520; Negro enlistments since tbe 
first of April more than cover the quota, thna 
freeing Missouri from the draft. 

Advices from Camden, Ark., say Steele's 
aimy is there. Thayer joined Steele at Eiken's 
Ferry, on Little Missouri, where tbe rebels 
were driven from their line of breastworks 
commanding tbe bottom. The enemy next 
stood at Prsarie de Ann, fortified wits 
rifle-pits. Steele flanked their position. 
Price skedaddled, after a brisk figtu, toward 
Washington. Other Bkirmishes occurred dur- 
ing the march, but our total los3 wa? less than 
200. Price supposed Steele was going to 
Sbreveport, via Washington, and moved hU 
command from Camden to Washington. 

After the fight at Prairie de Ann, we still 
pursued the rebels toward Washington, and 
tben suddenly turned and pnshed for Camden. 
Price discovered his mistake and pushed for 
Camden also. A desperate race ensued, and 
although heavy skirmishing occurred all the 
way, Marmaduke being in front, and Drock- 
ing in the rear with cavalty and artillery, 
Steele came out victor, and entered theenemy's 
fortifications unopposed. Camden is strongly 
fortified with nine forts, and all approaches 
well guarded. It can be held against largely 
duperior forces. The large rebel transport, 
captured tbirty-fivo miles below Camden, is 
understood to be from Little Rock. Steeel's 
forces, fully 20,000 strong, can whip Kirby 
Smith, should he attack him. No. fears need 
be entertained for his safety. 

New York, April 30. 

The new 50 per cent, extra duty on im- 
ported goods went into operation at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. Merchants who had come 
forward iu extraordinary cumbers after the 
new tariff bill was introduced, were from 
that- hour quite indifferent as to the with- 
drawal of these goods, and the press of busi- 
ness has come to a close. 

The receipts at tbe Custom-house for duties 
bare reached during the past week tbe im- 
mense figure of nearly $5,000,000, almost ex- 
clusively in coin. 

The Columbia, from New Orleans the 23d, 
via Havana the 2Cth, and the Merrimac, froaa 
New Orleans the 21th, have arrived. Among 
the passengers in the latter is Gen. Aadrews; 
also a number of other officers, aud two hun- 
dred and twenty sick and wounded =o! Ik -s. 
Gen. Weitzel is a passenger in the Coiumb'a.

W ASniM'LTON, April 30. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has commu- 
nicated to Mr. Washburne, of the Committee 
on Commerce, the draft of a bill relative to 
abandoned property, with various suggestions 
concerning the necemuy legislation, upon ths 
subject. 

The first section sanctions the sale of live 
stock, planting implements, ani machinery at 
the points where collected instead of sending 
them to someplace in the loyal Sta'.e3, a3 re- 
quired by the present law. 

The second section connects the case of aban- 
doned plantations with the general case cf the 
deedmen, whose support must be derived from 
the cultivation of these lands, unle3S they 
are to prove a burden on the treasury. This 
provUion involves little expense or delay. 

The third section provides that fee] b? 
charged for permits, graduated according to 
the magnitude of the transaction, and that 
they be paid into tbe treasury, after deducting 
the attendant expenses. Also moneys ari3ing 
from leases of abandoned lands. 

The fourth section meets the cases of per- 
sons residing within the lines in insurrection 
ary States, whose claim to conduct trade and 
transport supolies therein without being sub- 
ject to provisions and penalties applying to 
persons from other States. 

The fifth section is intended to sanction re> 
Btrictions upon trade and transporting ia loyal 
States even, for the purpose Of preventing 
supplies to the rebels. 

The sixth section repeals the existing dis- 
tribution of one-half the proceeds from 
abandoned property to informers and custo._ 
officers, and leave the whole matter with the 
court decreeing the forfeit. The Secretary 
suggests the necessity of revising the law 
governing maritime prizes, now construed to 
cover captures in internal waters, and even 
property taken from shores. Mosi of the cot- 
ton purchased baa by fraudulent practices 
gone into individual hands, and very little 
money has been realized to the Government 
fiom the cotton owned by Southern or Can 
federate owners. The Secretary favors the 
abrogation of the whole system, and purchase 
and transportation of cotton exclusively by 
the Government. 

The Pacific Railroad bill _aa reported by 
Mr. Stevens from the House Select Committee 
provides that the grant of lands shall not im 
pair any pre-emption homesteads, swamp 
land, or other lawful claims, or Government 
resetvation. It proposes to repeal the provis 
ion for reservation by Government of a por 
tion of the construction bonds. The central 
company for the county of California is au 
thon/.cd to issue first mortgage bonds not ex 
ceeding the amount of the Government Donds. 
Any other road or line may issue one-half the 
amcunt of United States bonds, and have the 
s.> me precedence. It fixes tbe numberof di< 
rectois, to be elected by the stock-holders, at 
twenty, and the number to be appointed by 
the President at ten. 

A special order issued by tha War Depart- 
ment this morning requires all enlisted men 
now in thia city on Retailed duty to report 
forthwith to their regiments in the field, un- 
less tbey can produce, from proper medical 
authority, certificates of physical debility, and 
are unable to perform the dutie3 of the field. 

While the Berate amendments to the array 
appropriation bill were under considsration 
in the House to-day, Repr?s?ntative Schenck, 
Chairman of tho Military Committee, pro- 
posed aa a substitute for the sections relating 
to cegro soldiers tue Senate bill equalizing 
the pay of all the soidiera of the army, which 
bad been passed upon by that committee with 
come modifications, and also increasing their 
pay, kc. 

i he Senate, laving become impatient at the 
delay of tbe Hcuse not acting upon the bil', 
incorporated its provision in the army appro- 
priate n tin, whicb, with the amendments I y 
toe cor :iittec on Ways and Means, and those 
of the- l.iiitary Committee, formed thebiSis 
of tl<j House proceedings of to-day, and 
tie runlt is es stated in the Congtessional de- 
bates. 

The President has approved tho joint reso- 
lution temporarily increasing the duty on 
imports five per cent. It is therefore a law. 

There is nothing new from the Army of the 
Potomac. The rebel army u quiet. 

There ia no probability that tho War DcDart- 
ment will grant the request of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature to muster out the reserve 
for that State in May. 

It ia reported that the Senate bill, indors- 
ing the pay of colored soldiers, will pass 
tbe House tc-day. * 

It is understood tnat the Union National 
Convention are perfecting arrangements for 
the Baltimore Coii'vention. None of its mem- 
bers have advocated postponement. The rail- 
roads have declined to pass driegafea at re- 
duced fares. 

Washington, May I, 
It is probable that the vole on the will be 
taken in the House, on Wednesday, on the 
bill to provide republican governm»nts of 
these States'; overthrown or usurped by the 
rebellion.
